Border Peace 


Could Head Off 
Full-Scale W ar 
In Middle East

WASHINGTON W -B rita in joined 
the United States today in a d r a ­ 
matic offer to enforce peace on 
the strife-torn A rab-Israel border 
by guaranteeing each side against 
attack by the other. 
The bold proposal, designed to 
head off a full-scale Middle E a st 
w ar that intelligence reports had 
warned was in the making, was 
advanced 
by Secretary of State 
John F oster Dulles Friday night, 
with the personal endorsem ent of 
P resident Eisenhower. 
It won 
prom pt support 
from 
Britain, 
and 
generally 
favorable 
com m ent from United Nations offi­ 
cials and key 
m em bers of Con­ 
gress. 
But there was no im m ediate re ­ 
sponse from 
Israel or the A rab 
states, whose acceptance would be 
necessary to put the plan into op­ 
eration. 
The urgency of the situation that 
prom pted Dulles’ proposal w as un­ 
derscored, however, by reports of 
a 
new 
clash between 
A rab and 
Israeli forces along the blood-soak­ 
ed Caza frontier. 
Outlines T hree Points 
Dulles, in a speech before the 
Council on 
Foreign 
Relations in 
New York, outlined a three-point 
U. S. offer to ( I ) help work out p e r­ 
m anent boundaries between Israel 
and the A rab states; (2) 
pledge 
U. S. m ilitary force to “ prevent or 
thw art any effort by either side to 
alter by force” the agreed bor­ 
ders; and (3) put up a “ su bstan­ 
tial” loan to help resettle Arab 
refugees from Israel.

The number of farms in Illinois 
is the lowest since the Civil War 
period. 
But the present land area 
of Illinois farms is nearly half 
again larger. 
The average Nebraska farm ad­ 
vanced from 157 acres in 1880 to 
451 acres in 1953, a growth of near­ 
ly 300 per cent 
Missouri has lost 39,000 farms in 
the past 20 years, Minnesota 28.000 
and Texas 171.000 
A rural revolution seems to be 
erasing steadily from the national 
scene the picture of the American 
farm as most of us remember it. 
Farm authorities queried by the 
I toited Press generally agreed the 
revolution was touched off by a 
combination of mechanical and ec­ 
onomic factors. 
Harold Hutton, president of the 
Oklahoma's Agricultural board, ex­ 
plained it this way: 
“The ability of one man to farm 
more acres is the principal reason 
for the reduction in the number of 
farms. 
The trend toward grass 
land and the fact that land is so 
costly arc other factors. 
A young 
man who wants to be a farmer 
these days has to have consider­ 
able capital in order to get start­ 
ed.” 
This was reflected in a report 
on Texas agriculture. 
There were 
170.450 fewer farms in Texas in 
1950 than in 1935. 
But while toe 
value of the 501.017 farms in 1935 
was set at $2,573,704,000. the 331 
567 farms in 1950 were valued at 
S6.720.531, OOO. 
The year 1935 apparently was 
th*- high point of U. S. agriculture 
n total number of farms.

Department of Agriculture re 
ported there were 6,814.000 farms 
that year. 1,389,000 more than in 
1954 
New York state’s 1935 farm 
population was 784,483.

farms and farmers in 1935 but not 
much money. 
A Washington agri­ 
culture observer said the 1935 farm 
total—343.000 higher than 1925 
was a reflection of the depression 
People, he said, couldn't make a 
living in town, so they went back 
to the farm. 
Then, as the nation's 
economy improved, the flow revers­ 
ed. 
Math Dahl, North Dakota's com­ 
missioner of agriculture, said that 
following World War II “the more 
successful farmers bought up more 
property. 
“Nobody quits an occupation if 
there’s money in it,” Dahl added. 
The New England states in 1935 
had a total of 158,241 farms. 
In 
1940 that total was 135,190 In 1945 
it was 150.311 and in 1950 there 
were 103.225 farms—a loss of 55,- 
016 in 15 years.

rate of aa acre a year. 
The average Nebraska farm in 
1940 was 385 acres. 
In 1935 it was 
451 acres. 
Oregon farms averaged 
269 acres in 1935 and 328 acres in 
1954. 
Dr. William Murray, Iowa State 
College agronomist, said a farmer 
who could operate 150 acres in 
1915 can now farm 200 or 240 “and 
do it in less time,”
